Dear Harry, 

I understand that documentation is required before you can 
have the national office "red flag" a name to prevent someone 
from becoming registered in the Boy Scouts. At the request of a 
fellow Scouter, I present the following statement* 

The adult male known to me as Eric Griffin or Giffin, former 
Scoutmaster of the troop sponsored by the Church of Latter Day 
Saints or Mormon Church in Bedford , Pa. , is in my opinion, unfit 
to be involved in any manner in the Scouting movement j This is 
a serious charge and is not lightly made! 

In the Fall of 1978 a group of fellow Scouters, hearing that 
I intended to permit Mr. Griffin to attend Troop 91+ scout meetings 
in an unofficial capacity, related information to me concerning 
Mr* Griffin's moral character and of some actions t*0cen by him. 
This alerted me but I considered it as gossip since I was not 
given any firm evidence* Never the less, I informed our Troop 
Committee Chairman of it and of my intention to let Mr* Griffin 
to assist at troop meetings* 

Mr. Griffin was informed of the information related to me 
by someone in the group ^ho was doing the relating and he and I

later had a very ^ank discussiotr about it, I^kformed Mr* Griffin 
that serious charges had been made against him, omitting names 
and details, and that I considered it gossip* I algp stated that 
if the actions he tools; while associated with our troop did show 
the .charges were true, things may not- go too pleasantly for him, 
the parents of the boys in our area might react violently J 

One evening about 1 ^ li months later I had to return home 
for some additional materials for a troop meeting , leavin g Mr. 
Griffin in charge while I did so* Upon my re t urn B^MB^ho is 

a member of the troop tried to tell me what went on in my absence 
and I angrily told him this wasn't the time to do so. I should 
have listened but it is fortunate I didn't! 



As related to me later and since verified by other troop 
members , Mr* Griffin was using foul vulgar language and was trying 
to get som^^^^he boys to sniff something from a bottle* He 
also told ^^^Stl that if I was told what went on our house and 
car would be blown up. This was one of the charges the adults 
had told me about but pbsSftJ^ of course never heard about it so 
he couldn't have made it up! 



I immediately called the oldest Scout in our troop to get 
verification of this and after much probing he reluctantly told 
me that Mr. Griffin had visited the boys home (a younger brother 
is also a troop member) and tried to get the younger brother and 
a sister to take some sort of drug, the name of which I no longer 
recall* 



These and other incidents caused the temporary loss of some 
boys and the permenant loss of others plus who knows what mental 
anguish or damage to some of the kids* 

Fortunately, my wife was working that evening and I had to 
stay home with my children or I may very well have done bodily 
harm to Mr. Griffin! I did call the District Sxecutive, Mr* 
Stephens, and informed him of all of this. He has assured me 
that the "red flag" was up for Mr* Griffin yet other Scooters 
say it isn't. 
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My efforts to give Mr* Griffin the benefit of a doubt resulted 
in some damage v/hich I regret but I haven't soured on giving others 
a second chance, I would probably do mora in-depth investigating 
under similar circumstances in the future* 

Recently I was told that Mr. Griffin had again became involved in 
making threats to others and immoral behavior to children. I 
consented to have my name given to the State Police and am willing 
to repeat what I have said in this letter under oath, if j could 
afford the legal costs involved, I would probably have pressed 
charges against Mr* Griffin myself. 

It is evident Mr. Griffin needs some medical help hut I can 
do nothing about that. I can give you this information and hope 
that you and/or the National office can prevent his getting back 
Into Scouting in any manner!
